— TAX CUT VOTING BEGINS— 
Money- Gainers 
OKd In Senate 


Washin gton i/P)—'The Sen ate 
v oted Mon day to wipe ou t a 
Hou se cu t in capital gain s 
tax es an d to slash person al in ­ 
come tax ex emption s for 45,- 
000 American s liv in g abroad. 
These mo ney -gainers were 
the two big v o tes in the first 
day o f the Senate’s sho wdo wn 
o n the $U.6 -hillio n tax cut 
bill. Partly o ffsetting this was 
a decisio n to so ften the tax 
bite v o ted by the Ho use o n big 
insurance po licies which busi­ 
ness firms buy fo r so me ex ­ 
ecu tes. 
Then the Sen ate began de­ 
bate 011 the con trov ersial pro­ 
posal by Sen . Abraham Ribi- 
coff, D-Con n ., to allow tax 
sav in gs of u p to $325 a y ear 
for each stu den t a family has 
in college. The fin al v ote on 
this is schedu led Tu esday .

000. Mon day ’s v ote u pheld a 
Sen ate Fin an ce Committee de­ 
cision raisin g that floor to 
$70,000. 
Secretary o f the Treasury 
Do uglas Dillo n had urged that 
the $30,6 00 figure be resto red. 
He said pro v iding large po li­ 
cies fo r ex ecutiv es ‘‘has be­ 
co me a rather co mmo n meth­ 
o d o f pro v iding substantial 
t ax - f r e e co mpensatio n o f 
serv ices.” 
Gore said, ‘‘I don ’t see how 
in good con scien ce we can 
perm it tax -free in su ran ce of 
$7 0,000 to corporation ex ecu ­ 
tiv es.” 
Sen . Wallace F. Ben n ett, R- 
Utah, said he does n ot con ­ 
sider $7 0,000 ex cessiv e an d 
commen ted that if the Sen ate 
v oted for it the con feren ce 
com m ittee 
probably 
wou ld 
compromise on $50,000. 
Sen . Abraham A. Ribicoff, 
D-Con n ., said he fears the 
lower figu re might discou rage 
u se of grou p life policies al­ 
together. 
Nebraska sen ators Carl Cu r­ 
tis an d Roman Hru ska. both 
Repu blican s, v oted with the 
min ority on the capital gain s 
prov ision an d with the m a­ 
jority on the Gore am en d­ 
men t.

The commission ers h a v e 
also asked the attorn ey gen - 
e r a 1 whether the gov ern or 
shou ld fill the other two slots 
prior to the gen eral election 
an d. if so, from which dis­ 
tricts. 
LB406 div ided the state into 
fiv e Railway Co mmissio n dis­ 
tricts. The present co m mis­ 
sio ners were elected s t at e * 
wide. 
Voters will n ame t h r e e 
commission ers this fall. 
A six -y ear term will go to 
those elected from the n in e- 
cou n tv First District, which 
in clu des 
Lan caster 
Cou n ty , 
an d from the 24-cou n ty Third 
District in n ortheast N ebras­ 
ka. 
Un til 1968 
The win n er in western Ne­ 
braska’s Fifth District 
w i l l

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Part-Time Government

The Partisan 
Appro ach 


Sen. Clifton Foster, formerly of Brad­ 
shaw and now liv ing in Milford, will not 
be a senator during the 1965 session of the 
Legislature and it will not be because he 
could not get re-elected. 
It will be because 
he has decided not to run. And in ex p laining 
his decision, he gav e an analy sis of the 
Legislature that is far better than the p ro­ 
fessionals in either the Democratic or Re­ 
p ublican p arty hav e been able to giv e to 
date. 
According to the p rofessionals and some 
others, the trouble with the Legislature is 
that it is non-p artisan. 
Change the unicam er­ 
al, they say , and make 
its m em bers resp onsi­ 
ble to a p arty and y ou 
will hav e imp rov ed gov ernment. With the 
change will come leadership from the of­ 
fice of gov ernor and from the strong p arty 
m em bers in the Legislature itself. This is a 
fine theory but that is all it is and our 
op inion is that it wouldn’t work in p ractice. 
For whatev er imp rov ement a change to a 
p artisan Legislature might make, t h e r e 
would be offsetting disadv antages. 
When Senato r Fo ster ex plained his de­ 
cisio n no t to seek re-electio n, he ex plained 
a lo t o f thing s. Basically , he said that he 
co uld no t affo rd to serv e ano ther term in 
the Leg islature. With the $2 ,40 « a y ear sal­ 
ary paid him, Fo ster estimates that his 
term has co st him so me $8 ,00 0 by way o f 
perso nal financial sacrifice. 
This kind of sacrifice the y oung senator 
m aintains he cannot make again at this 
tim e. Because of the salary limit, he said, 
the av erage senator is either an older, 
well-to-do indiv idual or a p erson whose oc­ 
cup ation p erm its time away from the job 
while the Legislature is in session. The 
p resent financial arrangem ent has a natu­ 
ral tendency , he said, to result in the elec­ 
tion o f essentially conserv ativ e lawm akers 
aligned with the business community . 


★ 
The senator believ es that the Legisla­ 
ture should m eet annually and that its 
m em bers should serv e full time at a rea­ 
sonable salary lev el. He suggested a mini­ 
m um of $5,000 annually . We are in ex actly 
100 p ercent agreem ent with Senator Foster. 
The efforts now being made to change the 
form of the Legislature from non-p artisan 
to p artisan would not change the kind of 
p eop le elected to that body . It would not 
m ake it any easier for any one to serv e 
in the Legislature or to do a better job of it 
when he could so serv e. But Senator Foster 
has struck at two faults in the unicam eral 
—one working against the indiv idual who 


wants to serv e and one working against the 
p erson who does serv e. 
There was a time when a senato r co uld 
spend a co uple mo nths o n state business 
and do a pretty creditable jo b o f thing s. 
This same thing was true o f many parts 
o f g o v ernment. Cities were run by public- 
spirited citizens who were willing to g iv e 
a little o f their time to public affairs. Many 
utility o peratio ns were g iv en the part-time 
attentio n o f so me public o fficial who had 
o ther primary respo nsibilities. This was at 
a time when g o v ernment was much less 
co mplicated than it is to day . Gro wing met­ 
ro po litan centers can no lo ng er rely o n part- 
time peo ple at to p lev els o f administratio n. 
It is just as unrealistic to ex pect the state 
Leg islature to do a g o o d jo b when it o per­ 
ates o n a part-time basis. 


Senators already know that the job of 
legislator is one that is growing. The bien­ 
nial sessions of the Legislature themselv es 
are longer ev ery time the senators get to­ 
gether. There are alway s a growing num ­ 
ber of bills to be p rocessed and the sub­ 
jects seem to become more and more com ­ 
p licated. 
In additio n to this, there are the study 
co mmittees that meet between sessio ns to 
g ather info rmatio n to be used in the fo rma­ 
tio n o f new pro g rams fo r the nex t biennial 
meeting . The 
respo nsibility o f the Leg is­ 
lature has g o tten to the po int where the 
time dev o ted to the jo b by a senato r is 
pretty well in acco rdance with the kind o f 
jo b he wants to do . 
To do the best job that could be done 
would run a senator far bey ond what the 
__________________ 
av erage p erson consid­ 
ers p art-tim e w o r k . 
Certainly , it w o u l d 
elim inate from the p os­ 
sibility of serv ing a 
great many p eop le who might otherwise do 
a good job. Yet, more time is needed for 
the job than ev en a diligent senator m ight 
now giv e it. No senator has the time to do 
an intelligent and informed job of v oting 
on all the bills that come before the Legis­ 
lature. An intelligent and informed v ote 
50 p ercent of the time would p robably be 
a v ery good av erage. 
If we want to imp rov e our Legislature, 
we are going to hav e to face the necessity 
of p utting up the money needed to do the 
job. We can p lay around with changes such 
as going from non-p artisan to p artisan rep ­ 
resentation but all we get is change, not 
im p rov em ent. To o many o f those who like 
the p artisan 
ap p roach 
want 
control 
of 
things, not a more resp onsiv e law-making 
body .

Iowa's Brave Governor 


Gov ernor Harold Hughes of Iowa is a 
brav e and realistic man. 
He stood before a throng of his own 
constituents in Council Bluffs and said he 
could see no other solution to the Iowa-Ne- 
braska boundary disp ute than to run the 
line right down the middle of the Missouri 
riv er. 
What falls on the Iowa side is Iowa’s. 
What falls on the Nebraska side is N ebras­ 
k a’s. And this includes the town of C arter 
Lake^ 
By that settlem ent Iowa might p ick up 
6 or 7 thousand acres of good, bad and in­ 
different rural land. N ebraska would get 
some 2 thousand acres. But it would get a 
comp lete community of 2,200 p eop le. 
Gov ernor Hughes held only one reserv a­ 
tion to his boundary solution. 
It was that 
C arter Lake be p reserv ed from annex ation 


by Omaha, unless it consents to it. „This 
m ight require sp ecial legislation. 
It has alway s been agreed that Iowa 
and Nebraska are good neighbors and will 
hev er go to w ar ov er a boundary disp ute. 
But it still takes p olitical fortitude of a gov ­ 
ernor to offer to giv e away one of his 
towns. It is alway s easier to allow a boun­ 
dary question to continue unanswered. The 
inconclusiv eness only affects a few land 
owners, assessors and county boards. 
Neither Gov ernor Hughes, nor Gov ernor 
Morrison of N ebraska hav e the final say . 
The states’ resp ectiv e boundary com m is­ 
sions must do the negotiating, and ultim ate 
legislativ e ap p rov al m ust seal the solution. 
But certainly now a p act should be easy to 
negotiate and Nebraska should enter the 
bargaining with an equal sp irit of fair p lay 
and good sense. 


Murphy's Law 


M urp hy ’s law asserted itself during the 
last moments of the Ranger 6 moon shot. 
The law is, “ If any thing can go wrong 
with a sp acecraft sy stem, it will go wrong." 
The v irtually p erfect p lanning and ex e­ 
cution of the Ranger 6 shot brought off 
ev ery p lanned function, ex cep t the one es­ 
p ecially wanted. Two p hotograp hic sy stem s 
were ex p ected to transm it at least 3,000 
p ictures of the moon surface during the 
final 10 minutes of the 65 hour flight. The 
p ictures were needed for detailed study of 
landing techniques and moon surface fac­ 
tors. Both sy stems failed. 


It is regrettable that no p ictures en­ 
sued. But A m erica is not greatly cast down. 
It is more im p ressed by a rocket flight so 
p owerful and accurate that it could m ake 
landing on the moon within 50 miles of a 
calculated p oint. This tells us that the 
m athem atics of moon flight as well as the 
technology of it are well established. 
We are reminded that Ranger 7 . anoth­ 
er moon shot for p hoto-reconnaissance, is 
p lanned for late February . Therefore, the 
U.S. timetable has been thrown off little 
if at all. 


Cause Hard To Fathom 


The cause of leaders of the boy cott 
against p ublic schools in the city of New 
York is one we find a little difficult to ap ­ 
p reciate. The boy cott by students, urged 
by desegregationists, is aimed at integrating 
New York schools which are now integrat­ 
ed in theory only . 
Such would seem to be a worthwhile 
cause ex cep t for one thing. The reason the 
New York Schools are not all integrated 
has to do with location of the students. 
There are still some schools that are p rac­ 
tically all Negro because they are located 
in areas where only Negroes liv e. 
What the integrationists want is trans­ 
fer of students by bus so that Negro and 
white students are scattered among all the 
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schools. This, howev er, is an artificial edu­ 
cational p ursuit when it is not ev en an edu­ 
cational p roblem. It is a forcing of a situa­ 
tion that will hav e to come about in other 
more natural way s. 
The p r o b l e m of these non-integrated 
schools has to do with housing and emp loy ­ 
ment, not education. It is an im p rop er use 
of the educational sy stem to turn it into a 
tool for the entire civ il rights mov ement. 
This will not accomp lish the desired end 
and will only serv e to hurt the school sy s­ 
tem , thus being of benefit to no one and 
no group . 
What civ il rights leaders hav e to do is 
work in all areas of desegregation and all 
asp ects of equal rights for all citizens. Work 
needs to be in the m atter of housing, em ­ 
p loy ment, education and others. These are 
all sep arate p roblems, howev er, and to mix 
them up will only make them all the more 
difficult to solv e. The New York boy cott is 
such a m ix ture and is more likely to 
hurt rather than help the cause of equal 
educational op p ortunity for all.

WASHINGTON—The Unit­ 
ed States has a relativ ely 
simp le way of p rev enting 
war on Cy p rus, and not a 
single M arine would hav e to 
be sent to that strife-torn 
island to do it. 
All the United States has 
to 
do 
is 
start 
curtailing 
American aid to Turkey . 
At p resent, there are ap ­ 
p rox imately 10.000 U.S. Air 
Force p ersonnel in Turkey . 
Thèse, together with the aid 
we giv e the Turkish arm y 
and 
the Turkish 
civ ilian 
economy , keep the country 
on its feet. Greece gets no 
aid from us, but if American 
aid to Turkey were with­ 
drawn, the country would 
collap se. 
There was a time when 
Turkey was co nsidered es­ 
sential to American defenses. 
But mo dern missiles hav e 
made the United States much 
mo re impo rtant to Turkey 
than Turkey is to the United 
States. We hav e withdrawn 
o ur missile bases, so me o f 
o ur bo mbers, and are co n­ 
sidering the withdrawal o f 
mo re. 
On Cy p rus Turks hav e re­ 
fused to integrate with Greek 
p op ulation. On 
the 
Greek 
island of Rhodes, there are 
p rop ortionately more Turks 
than on Cy p rus, but on this 
island there is harmony . 
Greeks and Turks mingle. 
On the div ided island of 


Cy p rus, howev er, as long as 
the Turks figure they are es­ 
sential to the United States, 
they act as if they hav e the 
whip hand. It should be fairly 
easy for the Johnson adm in­

to

otherwise.

All the facts abo ut t h e 
do wning o f the U.S. jet train­ 
er o v er East Germany hav e 
been sifted by the Air Fo rce.

When the defeat was fol­ 
lowed in the cold grey dawn 
by a famously graceless Nix ­ 
on p ress conference, many 
quietly threw in their hands. 
His dep arture for the long

a s t u r e s of Wall 
Street, New York, cam e al­ 
most as a relief.

Californians concede that 
p ossibly elsewhere the im­ 
p act of that p ress conference 
has faded—they can see that 
it could be forgiv en as an 
understandable p iece of bit­ 
terness caused by camp aign 
fatigue and a second 
and 
more humiliating defeat. 
In the state, ho wev er, it 
is still spo ken o f with a kind 
o f awe. So me say that sho ck 
wav es are still rev erberat- 
ing . Demo crats, o f co urse, 
are prepared to help the ef­ 
fect alo ng . The co nference 
tape is a treasured party 
po ssessio n which has already 
been prepared fo r campaig n 
purpo ses if required. 
D em ocrats also are p ursu­ 
ing through the courts a suit 
against the Nix on camp aign 
organization charging that it 
financed defam atory charges 
c i r c u l a t e d against Gov . 
Brown by a r i g h t wing 
group . Most such suits are 
drop p ed after a camp aign, 
esp ecially by the winner. Tt 
was decided that this one

A rising y oung assem bly ­ 
man of the ty p e the p arty 
needs to re-build and an ex - 


p erienced state senator were 
frank in t h e i r com m ents 
about the p ossibility of an­ 
other Nix on camp aign.

LIFE BEGINS AT FORTY: 
Meals- On- Wheels Program Not Without Drawbacks 


By ROBERT PETERSON 
Readers so metimes 
ask 
my o p inio n o f “meals-o n- 
wheels” p ro grams in which 
v o lu nteers take a ho t meal 
daily to infirm elders 
in 
their co mmu nities. 
It wo u ld seem that su ch 
magnanimity is abo v e re­ 
p ro ach and that kind so u ls 
who p rep are and deliv er 
su ch meals are v eritable 
angels o f mercy . Bu t there 
may be drawbacks, fo r the 
a v a i l a b i l i t y o f su ch 
a tho u ghtfu l and genero u s 
serv ice has been kno wn to 
make elders less cap able o f 
caring fo r themselv es. 
If they kno w that a ho t 
m eal will be deliv ered to 
their ro o m, so me elders will 
lie back and accep t it rather 
than make the healthfu l— 
a l b e i t difficu lt and ev en 
p ainfu l--effo rt o f go ing o u t 
fo r fo o d o r p rep aring their 
o wn meals. 


One sno wy , co ld mo rning 
I v isited Ku ndig Center in 
Detro it, Mich. This day cen­ 
ter, headed by Msgr. W. F. 
Su edkamp , o ffers three ho t 
meals fo r ap p ro x imately a 
do llar a day to elders liv ing 
nearby . As I dro v e u p I 
no ted a do zen o r so v ery 
o ld p eo p le tru dging slo wly 
thro u gh the sno w to the cen­ 
ter where fo o d and fello w­ 
ship awaited. 
When I asked the mo n- 
signo r if they had tried 
“ meals-o n-wheels” he said, 
“ When we first started we 
said we’d deliv er meals to 
tho se who didn’t feel u p to 
co ming to the center. Bu t 
we so o n fo u nd p eo p le u sing 
all so rts o f ex cu ses to stay 
in their ro o ms. No w we’re 
firm in say ing that o nly 
tho se u nder do cto r’s o rders 
to stay in their ro o ms can 
hav e meals deliv ered. 
“No t lo ng ago ,” he mu sed, 


“ a certain so cial wo rker 
v isited the center o n an icy 
day and saw the o ld p eo p le 
making their way here at 
lu nchtime. She said it was 
sho cking h o w we fo rced 
these ‘p o o r so u ls’ to go o u t 
o n su ch a day fo r their 
meals and risk breaking a 
hip . 
“ Bu t I reminded her that 
in 10 y ears o nly o ne p erso n 
had bro ken a bo ne en ro u te 
to the center, and that I 
tho u ght the beneficial ef­ 
fects in stimu lating mental 
and 
p hy sical 
activ ity far 
o u tweighed the dangers. 
“ It’s o nly hu man,” he co n­ 
tinu ed, “to fo llo w the line 
o f least resistance. W h e n 
y o u ’re o ld there’s a gnaw­ 
ing temp tatio n to beco me a 
reclu se, stay in y o u r ro o m, 
let y o u r ap p earance decline, 
and dwell o n y o u r tro u bles. 
“ And if so meo ne brings 


fo o d to y o u r do o r, it simp ly 
adds to the temp tatio n to 
sit back and let y o u r mind, 
mu scles, and incentiv e de­ 
terio rate. 
“Here tho se who want to 
p artake o f o u r ex tremely 
reaso nable meals mu st get 
u p , get dressed, and walk a 
blo ck o r two to the center. 
This no t o nly lifts sp irits 
and giv es these 
fo lks 
a 
change o f scene bu t—mo st 
imp o rtant—it fo rces them to 
get the mild ex ercise and 
so cial co ntact so v ital to 
their health and well-being. 
“ I do n’t want to disco u r­ 
age 
the 
meals-o n-wheel- 
ists,” he co nclu ded, “ bu t I 
think they sho u ld co nsider 
whether it might be mo re 
beneficial if go o d fo o d at 
minimu m co st were made 
av ailable to elders at a cen­ 
tral d i n i n g ro o m—with 
meals deliv ered o nl y to 


tho se sp ecifically u nder do c­ 
to r’s o rders to stay in their 
ro o ms.”

Althou gh 
man y

av oid makin g clothes that re- 
ciu ire bon in g, it’s really sim­ 
ple to u se, an d it helps to 
mold a garmen t. Here are a 
few aids an d how to u se 
them 
ZIGZAG WIRE (Figu re A): 
This is a welcome addition 
to the n otion s cou n ters. It’s 
a lin e, lightweight wire, zig­ 
zag shaped. It’s u sed on de­ 
tails su ch as collars that 
mu st roll or stan d ou t, in tab 
n ecklin es to prev en t saggin g, 
an d cu ffs on strapless dress­ 
es so they don ’t droop. Sew 
wire to the seam allowan ce 


Pa tricia S co tt 
facin g. Each cu rv e of wire 
mu st 
he 
cau ght 
with 
a 
stitch in order to fasten it 
secu rely . When pressin g a 
detail, u se a thick pad so 
that the imprin t of the wire 
does n ot show on the ou tside. 
F E A T H E R B ONE (Fig­ 
u re Bi: This is u sed in strap­ 
less dresses, dresses with 
flimsy 
straps, 
swimsu its, 
belts an d cu mmerbu n ds. It’s 
u su ally sold already cov ered 
with cloth. It’s both wash­ 
able an d dry -clean able. 
Featherbon in g can be ap­ 
plied in sev eral way s. If the 
bodice is completely lin ed, 
y ou may stitch the bon in g 
directly on the seamlin es of 
the lin in g, stitchin g throu gh 
the bon in g. An other method 
takes lon ger, bu t it is worth 
the time on a good ev en in g 
dress: place the bon in g ov er 
the seams on the right side 
of the lin in g. Tack the bon ­ 
in g to the lin in g with a cross- 
stitch, cross-stitchin g from 
on e edge of the bon in g cov er 
ov er to the other edge, 
in g cov er ov er to the other 
Then , u sin g the zipper foot 
attachmen t, edge-stitch the 
bon in g on each edge, to the 
lin in g. Take 
ribbon 
seam 
bin din g to match the dress, 
an d edge-stitch it ov er the 
bon in g. Or, u sin g the same 
rn e t h o d of cross-stitchin g 
first, then machin e-stitchin g, 
y ou can sew the bon in g to the 
wron g side of the lin in g an d
